EACH NATION AS UNIT 


Bach nation admitted to participa-

The number of Its 
commissioners or delegates will not 
matter, nor is It expected that de- 
cisions will be recorded on the baste 
of majority votes of these units.

MANY AVAILABLE. 


Decatur markets suggest that there 


are many meats which can be had for 
the holiday dinner which will not 
only be exceedingly good to eat but 
which will be nourishing and less 
expensive than the traditional fowl 
which Is supposed to head the list of 
Thanksgiving eatables. 


Fine, mild flavored hams can be 


bought In Decatur for from 34 to 3f 
cents a pound. They weigh from 10 
to 12 pounds and 
when 
properly 


roasted they certainly vie with any 
turkey for fine flavor. 
They also 


make second and even more services 
later In the week with better grace 
than the bones of the 
turkey 
or 


goose. 


FRESH MEATS. 


If fresh meat Is preferred excel- 


lent nb roasts of beef can be had 
from 21 to 33 cents a pound depend- 
ing upon the cut of the beef 


Hump roasts are the same In price 


as ribs but the chuck or shoulder 
roasts are a few cents less. 


Veal loin roasts, sell from 32 to 35 


cents a pound, and pork loin, cuts run 
from 30 to 38 cents a pound. 


TRY A BAKED FISH. 


In the tlsh markets there will be 


large lake trout, some weighing as 
much as eight to ten pounds, bu 
running around five to seven pounds 
which can be bought dressed for 3' 
cents a pound. The white fish which 
run smaller, usually from two to live 
pounds, will sell at the same pries 
as the trout. 


In the native Illinois fish carp per- 


haps bakes as well as any and thej 
will be on sale at 12V4 cents a pound 
and they will weigh from six to ten 
pounds but with many smaller fish 
available for those who do not care 
for baking them. 


Buffalo, strictly fresh as are th« 


carp, from the Illinois river. Will be 
on sale at the same price as the 
carp and they will range as large as 
ten pounds for any who want the 
baking size.

was alright, but John Ireland slipped 
away from St. Paul without any an- 
nouncement of his destination, went 
to Rome and convinced the pope that 
the movement was dangerous and thu 
latter pronounced against It."
